COAL AND MR. PALMER

HE sudden exposure, throngh Colonel

MeCain's dispatches to this newspaper,
of unbridled profiteering In the hard conl
industry had one happy and humv:llltn
pesult,  You hear less cheerful talk of * fur-
ther mdvances'* from anthracite producers
and distributors.

It ix highly improbable that the price of
hard conl will be incrensed, though a good
many operators seem to have bren thinking
of higher prices, Lower rates, which elenrly
are warranted, may be announced if At-
torney Clenernl Palmer can be persuaded to
use the power of his office and of existing
law# in the interest of the general publie,
Mr. Palmer hnd good reason to know what
wins going on in the anthracite industry,
He had the example of the bituminous pro-
ducers always before him. Many of the
conditions that made extortion the mle for
a time in the soft coal markets are dupli-
enited in the anthracite fields of production
and distribution, But it heppens that the
large purchasers of soft coal are big and
efficient Industrial organizations whose man-
agers know how to look after their own
interests. They compelled a  showdown
when it was apparent that they were being
bled by the middlemen and gamblers, and
they compelled Mr, Palmer to direct a gen-
eral housecleaning, Bituminous conl dropped
83 n ton within a few months It is
greatly to the credit of some of the lnrger
producers and distributors that they fought
the sharks in  the soft conl Dbusiness
as determinedly as the attorney general
fonght them after he had been rlrlrm_intn
getion, They sought to keep thelr business
respectable.

The orgnnized strength which big business
organizations hrought to the fight against
bituminous profiteers cannot be counted
upon in the eampaign for reasonable anthra-
eite prices. Hard coal s bought dirdetly
by individnal consumers, who ecnonot or-
ganize if they would. Between them and
the robber barons stands the attorney gene-
ral, Thanks to one newspaperman, who
could not be bluffed or bullied, detailed
informntion relative to the conditions which
have made almost a national scandal of the
anthracite business is now in Mr, Palmer's
possession,  And we shall see what we shall
see,

Take on Glorlous Hues to 8tir the
Activities of 8luggish Insect
Pollen Carrlers

ATURE doesn’'t wait till September 21
to start the fall =eason ofticially,
Mrendir autiumn Is on In the suburba and
country if one takes the flowers, instead of
the almanne, as the eriterion; even in eft

lots u stray goldenrod puts & Midas-touch
to  the gumge of ragweod, In  formal
kardens the big white hydrangeas are Vifting

thelr opulent beauty, dahling are ablow,
and even the pompous chrysanthemums nre
preparing to break into bloom.

But the richness of fall flowering is in the
0““.‘"“' districts and the parks, both of
which Philadelplin possesses in plenty and
in mccessibility for the hiker or the motorist
or even the trolley-car traveler,

Autumn wildflowers hereabouts are many
and readily recognizable with n little
guidance, o be on speaking terms with
them is well worth the trifling trouble of n
little “'preparedness,’’ A« Richard Jofferies
says: *“The first conscious pleasure about
wildflowers is to find out their names,
Onee you wish to identify them, nothin
eacapes, not even the chickweed of the path
or the moss on the walk."

I.DFL{)WEHQ':I'_ the fall have several

notieeable charncteristios, Lavish eol-
oring, broadly brushed on, marks the sea-
son's flornl pictures, This Turneresque tint-
ing in to attract the attention of the insects,
already sated by the hopeyed treasures of the
summer, Corollas, or Horal envelopes, are
gorgeous, their ?urvl_\' decorative purpose be-
ing to “vamp" the insccts that bear the
fertilizing pollen from blossom to blossom,
Ingect life is on the wane as fall enters and
#0 a special lure is needful,

The preponderance of yellow is another
tralt of autumnal blooming; its massed
splendors draw the philandering insects, Pre-
dominance of flowers of the composite fam-
ily is a finnl token of the season—to It
belong  the daisy, dandelion, aster and
goldenrod, the bloskoms of which are not
unitary but an aggregation of flowers in
each individual bloom.

The naureate hue of the goldenrod sets
the hillsides aglow, lightens the thickets'.
gloom, brighteng brooksides and bhenutifies
even humble stretches of rond, It is the
most plentiful of our wildflowers, both In
variety and In mawss effect.  More than
eighty species are native to this country.
Hereabouts the eommon wocieties are the
lanceolate, so labeled on nceount of the shape
of the leaves ; the scented, with its somewhat
elusive aniseed odor, and the halry, with its
readily recognized hairy stalk.

F THE prevalent autumn yellow, too, is

the bur-marigold, a tricksy wilding that
travels under several alinses. As stick-
tight, pitehfork and boggar-stick it is
fumiliar in varlous loenlitivs, from its habit
of attaching its burrs to the clothing, Thus
it ix carried to pastures new, for the burrs
are really seedpods and the passerby the
ngent of transmission. This is one of
nature's tricks of seed disteibution, Gray
r:li!ls the flower “*homely."" He sald some-
thing.

The dandelion, Lowell's *“‘dear eommon
flower of childhood," may well be included
in the autumn list, for ity blossoms are
among the latest, as they ure among the
enrliest of the year. Otlicr yellow flowers
are the low-lying snnpdragon, called butter-
and-eggs by the children; the cone-flower,
often known as the black-eyved Susan, with
its genuinely handsome flowers surmount-
ing a tall, erect stem, and the rare evening
primrose, whose frint fragrance ix diftusca
only at nightfell, when it opens, There is
another yellow flower called the black-eyed
Susun, a low-growing plant, also more
familinrly known as the yellow deisy. Some
of the gorgeons mallowa of the marsh are
also yellow ; they are ulso found in white and
pink,

1 geotinns are the most beautiful and

the usters the most abundant of the blue-
nnd-purple group.  The former, like the
gpring arbutus, has of late years become
very, very rare, The fringed variety to those
who rench the geeret of its sequestered haunt
is the most beautiful flower of the seakon,
It is more familiar throngh Bryant's classic
poem than through actual acquaintance:

DR. FRANK D. WATSON
On Education Outside of School

STODUCATION must provide envidonment
for the child, then stand aside and
let that ehild choose his own life work."

This is the opinion of Dr, Frank D). Wat-
son, director of the Pennsylvanin School for
Socinl Herviee, and nssociate professor of
sorinl work at IMaverford College. In pref-
acing hix remurks, Doctor Watson modestly
observed that he considered the fact that he
ix the father of thres boys n better quali-
fication than his degrees or his social gervice
work in talking on the subject of ehildren
and their eduecation.

Doctor Whateon declaved that the old-
tashioned ldea of deciding a child's profos-
sion before he s nble to walk is rapidly dying
out, and an intrionte system of vocotional
guidance is taking its place.

“*Voeationnl guidanee is very important,”’
remarked Doctor Watson, “'but it is alse
vory difficult, and enn easily work harm
instend of good. A five-minute interview
with an individunl eannot decide into what
groove he or she will fit, any more than the
old decision of the parents could direet the
destinies of their baby,  Every individual is
o very different, and so very complex in
make-up, that there must be eareful nnd
prolonged study of every case.

“T would perronally like to ses a fonst of
intellect spread before every child, and have
him able to choose among any number of
grooves into which to At his life, This
eannot, however, be, but edueation con en-
deavor so to fix the child's surroundings
that he will be in a position to moke hiy
own chofee,  In nine cases out of ten that
choice will be the best one that could possibly
bhe made, At all events, don't push him,

““It is becoming a more und more widely
recognized fact that the ‘case system’ is the
most sucecessful, but that ‘ease system' on-
tails the careful study of every child, from
every angle and for a counsiderable period of
time.

Must Have Smaller Classes

YWa have gone a long way from the old-
{fashioned theories of education, nnd 1 um
not ot all pessimistie, but we have a long
way #till to go. Maximum progress canuot
ever be made until classes of fifty nnil wixty
are reduced to twenty and  twenty-five,
Thon, and only then, ean the proper atten-
tion be paid to individuality.

"This remark means today that if the
whaole boy or the whole girl Is to be edueated,
the sehool mnst supplement the tenching of
the three R's by enlarging its enreicnlum to
include much that was formerly taught in
the home, on the farm or at the work-hench
of his father., We have bodies as well ns
minds, We lve in o world of conersta
things as well as of ideas, Both sets of focts
must be constantly kept in mind,  Eduea-
tion has the three-fold purpose of ninking
the boy« und glrls more officient producers,
more efficient parents and more efficient
citizens.  The lust two are much the hardest
to inculeate iu thelr minds.

The third is hard to express in a
phrase, but it comes back to the xame old
story of individuality, and the ntudy of dif-
ferent cases so that no square pegs will be
fitted into round Lales,
